In response to Gary Chisholm

As the conflagration swept through 
Pike National Forest in June a decade 
ago, donation jars popped up at busi- 
nesses in Woodland Park, evacuees met 
in community buildings to hear the latest 
reports, and emergency shelters were 
activated as far away as Castle Rock. 

At one point, firefighters were desper- 
ate enough to try digging fire breaks with 
Cripple Creek & Victor Gold Mining Co. 
massive bulldozers; the machinery proved 
too large and was turned back. The fire's 
ferocity even created weather patterns. 
Towering mushroom clouds swelled over 
the fire and then moved east to dump hail 
on the plains in the evening. 

Heroic stories circulated, with firefight- 
ers risking their lives trying to protect 
homes and evacuate residents. At one 
point, the fire came within six miles of 
Woodland Park, and more than 2,000 fire- 
fighters battled it. 

Started June 8, 2002 by forestry techni- 
cian Terry Barton, eight miles northwest 
of Lake George, the Hayman (named for a 
Tappan Gulch mine site) raged for weeks. 
It burned 137,760 acres, charring millions 
of stately aspens and firs and leaving 
matchsticks and blackened earth behind. 
More than 130 homes and 466 outbuild- 
ings were destroyed. Barton served six 
years in prison before being released in 
2008 to serve a 15-year probation. 

Restoration efforts have ranged from 
helicopter drops of wood-fiber hydro- 
mulch to hand-planting of tree seedlings. 
While some areas remain stark, photog- 
rapher Sean Cayton — who was there 10 
years ago and returned this spring — dis- 
covers on pp. 18 and 19 that other spots 
show small signs of new life.

Of course we prospered, because ... well, because we're us! 

Seen in that light, local elections have merely been a source of entertain- 
ment, especially when conservatives go toe-to-toe in Republican primaries. 
We're the most conservative city in America, so how can Rep. Doug Lam- 
born (the most conservative member of Congress for three years running, 
according to the National Journal) have a primary foe? How can you be 
more conservative than that? Give Robert Blaha credit for trying. 

And what's the difference between Marsha Looper and Amy Stephens? 

It's always been fun to watch GOPsters at war, but this year may be dif- 
ferent. The folks whom we eventually elect to local and national office may 
find themselves faced with new realities, grave and intractable. 

Ten years ago, the Hayman fire (see p. 18) started in the forest 36 miles 
west of Colorado Springs. Before it was fully contained a month later, it 
had consumed nearly 138,000 acres of forest, as well as 133 homes. Actu- 
ally, 2002 was a drought year throughout the Southwest, just as 2012 is. 
And once again, vast wildfires light up the Western night, including a New 
Mexico monster that had burned through 216,000 acres as of last weekend. 

Droughts are the new normal in much of the West. The effects of global 
warming are being felt in higher temperatures, smaller snowpacks, dimin- 
ished runoff and reduced stream flows. We have fire — we don't have rain. 
Ten years ago, it was possible to dismiss the most pessimistic predictions 
of climate scientists as theoretical scare -mongering, but no longer. 

Reality conforms to those predictions, with one exception: It's happening 
a lot sooner than predicted. Nine of the past 13 years have produced below- 
average flows in the Colorado River, and that pattern will likely persist and 
deepen. Last year's bounteous snowpack filled reservoirs, but such events 
may become as rare as basin-wide droughts once were. 

Colorado Springs gets 70 percent of its water from the Colorado River. 
Prolonged drought may mean permanent, severe water rationing, even with 
the Southern Delivery System online. Local water managers may make 
soothing pronouncements about water, saying the city has two years of 
consumption in storage, but on April 15 (the date of maximum readings), 
snowpack in the upper Colorado River Basin was 21 percent of normal. 
On June 1, it was 8.5 percent of normal. Those are the lowest levels ever 
recorded, rivaled only by those of 2002. 

But maybe we'll see water demand plummet, even without rationing. 
Here's the word from a Lamborn flier: 

"[Lamborn has ensured] that our military bases here at home have the full 
and necessary funding they need to bring our troops home safe and victori- 
ous." True dat, but what happens when all those safe and victorious troops 
are demobilized? Will there be a new round of base closures? And in a pro- 
longed drought, will Fort Carson still be attractive to a downsized Army? 

It would be nice if those wishing to represent us acknowledged the twin 
elephants in the room, but they won't. You can't talk about global climate 
change if your political base believes it doesn't exist. You can't talk about 
military downsizing if it presents an existential threat to your constituents. 

You live on hope. The fires are burning ... will someone put them out?

What image springs to your mind in recalling the Hayman fire from 
2002? Looking out a window at work on the fourth day and seeing a 
big glow, thinking how it could spread to the Air Force Academy, and if 
it spread further south than that, I was SOL. 

Has anyone you know had a close call with fire? My younger brother. 
His house burned down when a fire broke out in the basement with 
everyone sleeping. They all escaped by climbing out a third-story window and 
down a ladder. 

Any close calls yourself? When I was 23, 1 almost burned down a rental house 
when oil that I was heating in a pan to cook something ignited. By the time I 
lifted the pan off the stove, it had become a flamethrower. It caused significant 
ceiling damage.

A friend 
of mine was in a house fire and barely made it out alive. He has miss- 
ing fingers and a lot of scarring.

Walking isn't just good for you. It has become an indicator of your 
socioeconomic status. 
Until the 1990s, exclusive suburban homes that were accessible only by 
car cost more, per square foot, than other kinds of American housing. Now, 
however, these suburbs have become overbuilt, and housing values have 
fallen. Today, the most valuable real estate lies in walkable urban locations. 
Many of these now-pricey places were slums just 30 years ago. 

Mariela Alfonzo and I just released a Brookings Institution study that 
measures values of commercial and residential real estate in the Washing- 
ton, D.C., metro area, including the suburbs in Virginia and Maryland. Our 
research shows real estate values increase as everyday needs, including 
working, can be met by walking, transit or biking. 

There is a five-step "ladder" of walkability, from least to most walkable. 

On average, each step up the ladder adds $9 per square 

foot to annual office rents, $7 per square foot to retail 
rents, more than $300 per month to apartment rents, 
and nearly $82 per square foot to home values. 

As a neighborhood moves up each step of the five- 
step walkability ladder, the average household income 
of those who live there increases some $10,000. 
People who live in more walkable places tend to earn 
more, but they also tend to pay a higher percentage of 
^^^^^^^^^^h their income for housing. 

Although we have not studied all urban areas to the 
same degree, these findings appear to apply to much of the country. In Colum- 
bus, Ohio, the highest housing values recorded by Zillow in 1996 were in the 
suburb of Worthington, where prices were 135 percent higher than in the strug- 
gling neighborhood of Short North, adjacent to the city's center. Today, Short 
North housing values are 30 percent higher than those of Worthington. 

In the Denver area, master-planned Highlands Ranch had housing in 
1996 that cost on average 21 percent more than housing in Highland, a 
troubled neighborhood adjacent to downtown Denver. Today, Highland has 
a 67 percent price premium over Highlands Ranch. 

People are clearly willing to pay more for homes that allow them to walk 
rather than drive. Biking is part of the picture, too. Biking and walking are 
part of a "complete streets" strategy that uses public rights of way for all of 
society — not just cars. 

The rise in bike-sharing systems in Minneapolis, metro D.C. and soon 
New York City allows us to imagine a future in which a third of a city's 
population gets around primarily by bicycle. The website Walk Score has just 
added Bike Score to let people know which neighborhoods are most bikable. 

Demand for walkable urban space extends beyond city centers to sub- 
urbs. Why? Some baby boomers want to sell their large suburban houses 
and move to a walkable urban place but stay close to friends and family. 
Young families want the advantages of walkable urban life but also high- 
quality suburban schools. This trend is about both the revitalization of cen- 
ter cities and the urbanization of the suburbs. 

To address the affordability challenge, a sensible strategy would include 
changes like zoning that allows homes with units in the back or over the 
garage. But the long-term solution is encouraging the building of more 
walkable places, which will reduce the price premiums by creating more 
supply. (Disclosure: I am the president of Locus, a coalition of real estate 
developers and investors, and a project of Smart Growth America, which 
supports walkable neighborhoods and transit-oriented development.) 

Different infrastructure is needed, including rail transit and paths for 
walking and biking. Research has shown walkable urban infrastructure is 
substantially cheaper on a usable square foot basis than spread-out drivable 
suburban infrastructure; the infrastructure is used much more extensively 
in a small area, resulting in much lower costs per usable square foot. 

It's important that developers and their investors learn how to build 
places that integrate many different uses within walking distance. Building 
walkable urban places is more complex and riskier than following decades- 
long patterns of suburban construction. But the market gets what it wants, 
and the market signals are flashing pretty brightly: 
Build more walkable, and bikable, places.

financial voodoo, resulting in a loss of at least $3 billion. 

Yet, the ever-charming Dimon, who is Washington's favorite Wall 
Streeter, even has a seat on the federal regulatory body overseeing the giant 
banks. How cozy! 

He's also been a leading lobbyist against sensible reforms in Con- 
gress to rein in mega-bank excesses, including the essential need to 
unhitch us common customers (and taxpayers) from Wall Street's gam- 
bling scams.

For months, thousands of El Paso County voters have had reason to look for- 
ward with anticipation to this 2012 primary election. 
Republican voters, that is. 

Thanks to the local GOP's clear division, most simply described as the estab- 
lishment versus the grassroots, this region has produced a handful of races for the 
primary ballot. So, as usual, we began thinking of how the Independent should 
approach this election, since ballots should be arriving in mailboxes now. 

Should we make endorsements, as we've often done in the past, even for GOP 
primaries? Just four years ago, we didn't hesitate to fully endorse Dan May 
against incumbent John Newsome for 4th Judicial District Attorney, and Mark 
Waller against Douglas Bruce for the Legislature. (Both won, and faced no oppo- 
sition that November.) 

Or should we split hairs, as we've also been known to do, and call our picks 
only "recommendations"? (When we've done that, almost everyone has treated 
them like endorsements, anyway.) 

We looked at the local races for Congress, the state Legislature and the Board 
of County Commissioners. We talked to some candidates, such as Robert Blaha, 

who's challenging U.S. Rep. Doug Lamborn. 

We've also done more ongoing coverage in 
the past two years than previously, thanks to 
reporter Chet Hardin covering county- and 
state-level politics and enhancing our under- 
standing of the Republican scene. 

In the end, one conclusion became inescap- 
able. We cannot, in good conscience, make 
recommendations or even suggestions for any El 
Paso County races. To do so would feel wrong 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ m because we have so many differences with all 

the GOP candidates in contested primaries. 
We encourage everyone to vote, as always. And we'll offer some thoughts, but 
only to underscore the reasons why we aren't taking sides. For instance... 

• Congress, 5th District: Sure, we've had our issues with Lamborn since 
he went to Washington in 2007, and we've sided against him repeatedly. After 
Lamborn's "tar baby" comment, boycott of the State of the Union address, and 
continued poor constituent services, we gave Blaha a long, hard look. But even 
after Blaha graciously came to the Indy for a lengthy conversation, we couldn't 
embrace him. He told us he could work with both sides, so we asked which Dem- 
ocrats he'd seek out first. He couldn't name any, instead singling out Sen. Tom 
Coburn, R-Okla., and Rep. Allen West, R-Fla. — Coburn being far to the right, 
and West insisting that up to 80 Democrats in the U.S. House are communists. 
That, and other answers, stopped us from backing Blaha, even as a lesser of evils. 

• State House District 19: In this race with two incumbents, created by reap- 
portionment, Amy Stephens did merit consideration for pushing state legislation to 
implement the Patient Protection and Affordable Care Act. But she has refused to 
talk to us, even by phone, and she has to be accountable for the GOP leaders' kill- 
ing of the civil-unions bill. Marsha Looper has been cooperative, but her catering 
to the tea party and her flip-flop to go against civil unions turned us away.

• Other legislative races: In state Senate District 10, we have Larry Liston vs. 
Owen Hill. Liston is not a consensus-builder, simply one who toes the party line. 
Hill's further to the right, and he stopped returning our calls when we discovered 
serious questions about his true residency ("Hill's second home," News, May 23) 
and whether he lives in the precinct where he's registered to vote. 

In the redrawn House District 21 (south and southwest El Paso County), we 
don't view Lois Landgraf or Albert Sweet as qualified for anything more than 
doing what they're told by GOP bosses, and we chastise the Dems for not coming 
up with an alternative. 

• County commissioners: In District 3, incumbent Sallie Clark is challenged 
by Karen Magistrelli, while in District 4, incumbent Dennis Hisey faces Aud- 
die Cox. Here's where the term-limits issue resurfaces, with Clark and Hisey 
seeking third terms, and we still can't excuse their 2010 tactics in pushing the 
deceptive ballot language that fooled many voters. That was wrong, and they 
made it worse by refusing to rectify the situation with a re-vote in 2011 and put- 
ting it on this November's ballot. 

So even if the voters go back to a two-term limit, Clark and Hisey get their 
third term if they win this year. But at the same time, neither Cox nor Magistrelli 
has convinced us they're ready for the responsibility. Their knowledge of the 
issues and arguments is shallow. 

Nobody should take any of these non-recommendations as de facto support 
for incumbents. We simply don't see a way for the Indy to jump in the same bath 
water with any of those candidates. We'll leave it to GOP voters, who likely aren't 
looking to us for serious guidance anyway. 

Sure, we'll have plenty to say before the November election when the Demo- 
crats, independents and American Constitution Party will bring more choices. But 
not this primary. 

We'll cover it, and we'll be anxious to see the news come June 26. But we don't 
want to make any candidates in this Republican primary think we're trying to 
help them win. We disagree with them on too many basic, vital issues. 

So, Republican voters, this time you're on your own.

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The gift of health? 

A state program could bring medical care to some of the state's poorest — if they seek it out

Down the newly remodeled halls 
of Peak Vista's Homeless Health 
Center, Rhonda Warwick sits on a bed, 
waiting to be examined. 

She is a larger woman, 51, with long 
gray hair tied back, an oxygen tube 
affixed to her nostrils, and warm blue 
eyes. She is laughing. And boy, can she 
laugh — like a thunderous clap of joy. 

"If it wasn't for this setup, I'd be 
dead!" she says, cracking up. 




Rhonda Warwick is one of about 800 locally who 
applied for the expanded Medicaid pilot program. 



Not all would see the humor in War- 
wick's situation. She suffers from asth- 
ma, four bleeding ulcers, atrial fibril- 
lation and a host of other problems. 
After years of working office jobs, and 
a short career as a judo wrestler 20 
years ago, she's now unemployed. And 
she's lived in the R.J. Montgomery 
New Hope Center, a homeless shelter, 
for the past 2Vi months. 

Warwick says she got to this spot 
because she decided to care for her 
elderly mother. Slowly, Warwick's 



assets began to trickle away. Her 
home. Her land in the country. And 
then, her mother. 

Warwick lived in an apartment for 
two years, gradually selling off all her 
possessions to pay the rent. She got 
weaker from illness. The federal gov- 
ernment denied her first application for 
Social Security Disability Insurance. 
Finally, she didn't have anything left. 
Since March, Warwick has visited 
this free clinic regularly, 
and been seen seven times at 
Memorial Hospital, racking 
up 24 days as an inpatient. 
Recently, she learned she 
needs to see a gastrointes- 
tinal specialist. But unlike 
clinic and emergency room 
workers, specialists don't 
have to serve the homeless, 
who are usually uninsured. 

So it's a good thing War- 
wick just got her Medicaid 
card. Doubly lucky, really. 

Until recently, people like 
Warwick didn't qualify for 
Medicaid. But in April, the 
state opened 10,000 Medic- 
aid spots for very low-income 
adults without dependent 
children, as part of a pilot 
program. Applicants were 
to be entered into a lottery 
after the May 15 deadline, and chosen 
at random. But Warwick, along with 
all other applicants who met the strict 
requirements, was immediately ushered 
in — because, puzzlingly, few applied. 

"I'm the first person I know who's 
been accepted," Warwick says with a 
grin. "Good timing, right?" 

A high-need program... 

The Colorado Health Care Afford- 
ability Act, signed by then-Gov. Bill 
Ritter in 2009, just seemed to make

sense. Gradually, the law extended 
Medicaid or other public health ben- 
efits to more needy kids and parents, a 
greater number of people with disabili- 
ties, and some very low-income adults 
without kids. 

The funding didn't come from 
already-stressed state coffers; rather, 
hospitals agreed to pay a fee that was 
matched by the federal government. 
In turn, they'd see higher compensa- 
tion rates from Medicaid, and fewer 
uninsured patients (whose bills often 
go unpaid). 

Tom Nash, vice president of finan- 
cial policy for the Colorado Hospital 
Association, says hospitals pay a total 
of around $600 million in annual fees, 
and the feds still match it. 

But that money doesn't stretch far 
in health care, so the state decided to 
only open 10,000 slots for low-income 
adults without dependents, and to set 
tough requirements. Most daunting: 
Applicants can't make more than about 
$90 a month. 

The offering was seen as a small 
pilot, since Medicaid will extend to all 
poor adults without dependents (who 
meet income requirements) in 2014, 
under the national Patient Protection 
and Affordable Care Act. 

Even so, the response was expected 
to be staggering. 

... that nobody wants? 

And yet, May 15 came and went 
with fewer than 10,000 applications 
submitted. Despite two weeks' notice, 
a state spokesperson couldn't say how 
many people applied; Nash says he 
heard it was around 6,000. 

Chris Garvin, program manager 
for El Paso County's Aging and Adult 
Services, which handled enrollment 
locally with the help of Peak Vista, 
says about 880 locals applied by the 



deadline. Workers continue to fill out 
applications for people, since more 
than 1,200 slots have been reserved for 
El Paso County. (Interested people can 
call county Human Services at 636- 
0000, or Peak Vista at 632-5700.) 

In assessing the lukewarm response, 
some blame paranoia about the govern- 
ment. Others, lack of advertising. Kim- 
berly Hess, who works directly with 
applicants through Peak Vista, says 
some people make too much money 
to qualify. Others are so hard up that 
they don't want Medicaid, because it 
requires $2 co-pays. 

Experts say both hospitals and 
patients lose if more don't sign up for 
Medicaid. Emergency rooms have 
become the new doctor's offices for 
the uninsured poor. In its fiscal year 
ending July 30, 2011, Penrose-St. Fran- 
cis Health Services spent a whopping 
$114.6 million on uncompensated and 
charity care. 

"Emergency departments are the 
most expensive place to get primary 
care — they're not intended for prima- 
ry care," Nash says. "There are costs 
associated with emergency depart- 
ments: their equipment, the fact that 
they have to be open 24/7 and staffed 
with highly skilled people." 

Emergency rooms aren't ideal for 
patients either, who often need regular 
prescriptions and visits to specialists, 
which can be prohibitively expensive 
without insurance. Even charity clinics 
like Peak Vista's can't meet all those 
needs. 

And some patients, at least, under- 
stand that. Warwick, for one, says it 
feels good to have insurance now. 

"It is reassuring," she says. "Because 
I don't want to run up debts. Nobody 
with sense wants to."

Illegal explosives training starts trouble among military contractor, citizens and the government in between

The April day I visit the NEK 
Advanced Securities Group office, 
I find no name on the building and 
an imposing metal door that's locked.

On another is a plaque for 
the Green Beret Foundation and anoth- 
er with the words "Gobbler's Woods," 
a reference to the Green Berets' final 
field training exercise, which began in 
the 1960s. 

On an accent table sits a crystal pil- 
lar — recognition for NEK's achieve- 
ments in job creation from the Colorado 
Springs Economic Development Corp. 

NEK is our very own example of the 
growing partnership between the mili- 
tary and the private sector. It's landed 
more than $170 million in government 
contracts in the past five years to pro- 
vide "advanced tactical training" and 
"home made explosives," among other 
skills, according to contract informa- 
tion obtained from usaspending.gov. 

But if the high ceilings, exposed 
red brick walls and minimalist design 
suggest an almost clinical approach 
to protecting the homeland, there's 
a bunch of mountain types who will 
tell you that NEK's operations can be 
plenty messy. 

'Stop the bombing' 

Day after day the blasts went off. 
For three weeks. The elk fled. So did 
deer and birds. 



At the Historic Triple B Ranch, 
third-generation rancher Ron Bullard 
remembers horses jarred "off their 
feed" and charged with an instinct to 
flee — a risky business when most 
Triple B customers are novices to rid- 
ing, some as young as 8.

"We have had times when people 
had to grab the horses and get them 
under control," he says. 

Naturally, the detonations also dis- 
rupted the serene atmosphere. 

"People come here to have this out- 
door, old ranch experience," he says. 
"If you hear a big boom all the time, it 
wrecks the forest experience and beau- 
ty and nature. It changed the whole 
environment in this area." 

Residents worried the explosions 
might ignite a fire amid extreme dry 
conditions. Monica Donovan circulat- 
ed a petition to protest what she esti- 



mated to be 150 of them over a three- 
week period. Jon Stenstad, who lives 
a mile or so from Sourdough Ranch, 
says the blasts were so ferocious, they 
knocked birds off their feeders in his 
back yard. He would hear the boom 
and then feel the swoosh of air rush- 
ing after it. 

Stenstad called the Teller County 
Sheriff's Office to complain but, he 
remembers, "They said it's all legal." 

Teller County Sheriff Mike Ens- 
minger disputes this account. 

"When this bombing started hap- 
pening, we started getting a lot of 
complaints," he says. "I had a face- 
to-face with one of the owners of 
NEK." That owner was Tony Porter- 
field, who lives in Woodland Park 
and donated $1,000 to Ensminger's 
2010 campaign. 

"I told him, 'People move up here 
for peace and serenity. I have to ask 
you if you would stop the bombing.'" 

Around that same time, Teller 
County authorities discovered that 
Sourdough Ranch LLC, failed to get 
a special permit allowing NEK to use 
the property in that way. And NEK 
incurred a $16,000 fine from the state 
stemming from explosive permit vio- 
lations. 

Violations aplenty 

Sourdough Ranch is zoned for 
agriculture. Only after a two-month 
public hearing process, in which 
residents can weigh in at hearings 
before the Planning Commission and 

Board of County 

Commissioners, 
could a special- 
use permit be 
granted. 

So when she 
received a neigh- 
bor's complaint 
about blasts up 
there, county 
zoning official 
Sheryl Decker 
says, she imme- 
diately wrote a letter to Sourdough 
Ranch LLC, giving notice that county 
land use regulations had been violated 
and all blasting was to stop immedi- 
ately. 

By all accounts, NEK did stop soon 
after that March 26 letter. But neigh- 
bors also involved the state Depart- 
ment of Labor and Employment's Divi- 
sion of Oil and Public Safety. Regula- 
tors there found NEK had violated its 
explosives permit, in that it kept no 
records of its blasts. 

NEK officials told regulators they 
set off "at least" 16 detonations. At 



$1,000 per offense, division program 
manager D. Scott Narreau imposed a 
$16,000 fine. 

Chief administrative officer Mark 
Marchant, a retired Army lieutenant 
colonel, has downplayed the violations. 
"NEK is committed to following best 
practices to ensure full compliance 
with all state and federal laws and reg- 
ulations," Marchant wrote to the Indy 
in a May 7 e-mail. "A minor oversight 
was brought to our attention which was 
immediately addressed and rectified." 

But Bill Thoennes, spokesman for 
the state Department of Labor and 
Employment, said that same day when 
asked about the issue that it had not 
been "rectified." 

Later, on May 24, NEK officials sat 
down with state officials and "admit- 
ted to all violations," Thoennes says. 
"Most notably," he adds in an e-mail, 
"the company has taken disciplinary 
action against the employees who were 
working at the Sourdough Ranch site 
and did not keep proper records and 
the company has promised never again 
to set any explosives off at the Sour- 
dough Ranch site." He also says the 
fine should be paid by June 25. 

One of many 

Marchant, who declined to interview 
over the phone or in person, writes 
that NEK "coordinated" with the 
Woodland Park Police and Fire depart- 
ments, and the Teller County Sheriff's 
Office, before training at Sourdough 
Ranch. In fact, he says, "All inspected 
and approved NEK's preparations and 
procedures at the Sourdough Ranch 
training site prior to our commencing 
the training." 

But Ensminger says he didn't "have 
any knowledge [NEK] were train- 
ing in Teller County other than this 
Sourdough incident." And, contrary to 
rumors being spread on a local blog 
called Teller County Talks, he says, 
his deputies certainly don't train with 
NEK; at least they haven't since he 
became sheriff in September 2010. 

That said, Ensminger questions the 
"animosity" toward NEK. 

"It appears to me if they're train- 
ing our military like I think they are 
— they train the [Army] Rangers, and 
some of the other elite segments of the 
military to defend our country — I 
don't know what the problem is, why 
they're getting such a bad rap." 

The company, which moved here 
from Albuquerque, N.M., a few years 
ago, has landed $171.8 million in gov- 
ernment contracts since 2007, mostly 
from the Defense Department, accord- 
ing to usaspending.gov. "The training," 
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Monica Donovan estimates that she heard 150 explosions over three weeks. 



writes Marchant, "is designed to save 
lives by enabling students to recognize 
and safely operate in an environment 
involving explosives." 

According to NEK's website, the com- 
pany is owned by a disabled veteran and 
retired special forces soldiers. "Core 
competencies" listed are unconventional 
warfare, tactical training and operational 
support, offensive cyber and technical 
forensics, exploitation training and ser- 
vices, intelligence operations and aviation 
support services. Testimonials include one 
from a Royal Thai Army Special Warfare 
officer and another from an Albanian 
minister of defense. 

The most well-known private contractor 
for specialized military training — and 
the most notorious, for its involvement 
in shootings of Iraqis — is Blackwater 
Worldwide (now Academi). But there are 
dozens of private contractors like NEK 
that have answered the government's 
call, says Christopher Hellman, a defense 
expert with the National Priorities Project 
in Northampton, Mass. 

"Having the kind of training infra- 
structure to handle the amount, or type of 
highly specified training needed for a unit 
about to deploy to Afghanistan, etc., just 
doesn't make fiscal sense," he says, espe- 
cially considering there is an abundance 
of talent available from retired special ops 
personnel. 

"It's cost-efficient," adds Ret. Col. Steve 
Bucci, a retired Green Beret and currently 
a senior research fellow with the Heritage 
Foundation, a conservative think tank. 

"Right now, with the military itself 
being so engaged with the actual combat, 
it has taken away some of the base of 
trainers for our own buildup of special- 
ized skills," he says by phone from his 
Washington, D.C., office. "For certain of 
these high-end skills, they leverage these 
former guys. They're not a bunch of rum- 
dums out there drinking beer and firing 
off rounds." 

An uneasy peace 

Bucci, however, points out that contrac- 
tors need to play by the rules. "There is 
no excuse for violating local ordinances 
or even becoming a nuisance to the sur- 
rounding communities." 

The Pentagon, too, expects contrac- 
tors to comply with local and state laws, 



writes Cheryl Irwin, a Defense Department 
spokesperson, in response to the Indy's 
questions. "It could impact the contrac- 
tor's ability to receive future awards of 
DoD contracts" if non-compliance leads to 
criminal or civil proceedings, she adds. 

Certainly, such behavior has a way 
of eroding confidence in everyone 
involved. 

Stenstad says he believes the Sheriff's 
Office "pimped" for NEK by running 
interference on his and others' com- 
plaints. Under a subject heading of "The 
Teller Count [sic] Sheriffs Office and 
NEK," that Teller County Talks website 
shows more than 40 posts. 

It's quickly soured what can, under 
other circumstances, be a symbiotic 
relationship. NEK maintains a training 
site in North Carolina, and its Richmond 
County Daily Journal reported in 2010 
that it drew 760 applications for 370 
civilian jobs to act as guerillas in a spe- 
cial forces exercise. 

NEK says it's abandoned the Teller 
County site for explosives training, but 
still might do other types of training 
there. It continues its programs in other 
parts of Colorado, including Durango and 
"developed areas throughout the Rocky 
Mountains West," its website says. 

Monica Donovan doesn't understand 
why regulators swallowed NEK's claim it 
set off only 16 blasts, when she made an 
occasional log that documented 67 explo- 
sions — including 20 within one 90-min- 
ute period. 

"I really expected a bigger fine or 
revoking their permit for a year, two 
years," she says, "but no." 

Regardless, Donovan and her husband 
are enjoying the return of peace up the 
pass. "The birds are back. The deer are 
back," she says. "I was just chasing a 
chipmunk. It's like everything's coming 
back to the way it was. The quality of life 
is back." 

When I tell her NEK won't be con- 
ducting explosives training at Sourdough 
Ranch in the future, she's relieved. But 
when she learns the company continues 
to train elsewhere in Colorado, she grows 
quiet for a moment. 

"It's sad other counties will have to 
deal with this," she says.

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Memorial lease due Friday 

Locals will get their first peek Friday 
at the proposed lease of city-owned 
Memorial Health System to University 
of Colorado Health. The lease document 
will be part of backup materials for 
Monday's City Council meeting on the 
city's website, springsgov.com, under 
Monday's agenda. Council will discuss 
the lease Monday and hear public 
comment on Tuesday. Consideration of 
approval is setfor June 26. 

The lease outlines the amount UCH will 
pay to the city up front (its proposal called 
for $74 million), its annual payments, and 
a plethora of other provisions. Council has 
seen a draft of the lease but won't see the 
final version until Thursday. 

Voters will decide the lease's fate in a 
special mail election ending Aug. 28. The 
lease would be effective Oct. 1, according 
to comments made lastweekto Memorial 
employees by UCH 's CEO, Bruce Schroffel. 
He also told workers they no longer would 
be included in the Public Employees' 
Retirement Association. — PZ 

AFA probes cheating 

The Air Force Academy is investigating 
up to 90 cadets for cheating in the math 
department, according to sources. 
It's unclear how the alleged cheating 
occurred or whether any of those under 
investigation graduated two weeks ago. 

An academy source who spoke 
on condition of anonymity, because 
the information has not been officially 
released, confirmed an investigation 
is underway. The last widespread AFA 
cheating investigation took place in 2007 
when 27 freshmen, including 25 athletes, 
were investigated for possible cheating 
on a military knowledge test. — PZ 

Panhandling, FREX on table 

At the Mayor's Counsel meeting May 30, 
Mayor Steve Bach and City Councilors hit 
on a number of big topics. Among them: 

• No Man's Land: The area along 
Colorado Avenue, west of 31st Street, 
has become a crime-ridden haven for 
aggressive panhandlers. It's been plagued 
by patchwork ownership among the city, 
county, state and Manitou Springs, and 
some Councilors feel the city should 
annex the area. But property owners 
haven't agreed to annex in the past, and 
they would have to approve. 

Councilor Tim Leigh suggested that 
the area could be acquired through a 
process of condemnation, saying, "What 
I'm trying to figure out is, how do the good 
guys get control of that land?" Instead, 
the city plans to ask residents how they'd 
feel about banning panhandling there. 

• FREX: The city hopes to decide this 
month whether to keep the Springs- 
Denver bus route. Many see its value, 
since it attracts "choice" riders, and the 
state could fund it soon. But Bach warned 



that if FREX stays, other city bus routes 
will be cut because of budget problems. 

• County Road and Bridge Tax: El Paso 
County began keeping most of the tax 
in 2009, reducing its payment to the city 
from about $3 million annually to around 
$700,000. The county says it's legal, but 
others feel it violates state law. 

Bach plans a meeting with county 
leaders to discuss the issue and hopes 
the city soon will get its share again. 
Councilor Bernie Herpin noted that state 
law appears to require the county to remit 
the city's share. Leigh said the city should 
seek past-due money, earning cheers 
from the audience. — JAS 

City names new CFO 

Mayor Steve Bach has chosen an internal 
candidate as the city's chief financial 
officer. Kara Skinner, who has been with 
the city since 2006, has served in interim 
finance and budget director roles. She 
will earn $135,000 a year if City Council 
confirms her nomination. 

"After a nationwide search and a 
competitive two-stage interview process 
over several months, Kara rose to the 
top of a field of more than 125 national 
and local candidates," Bach stated in a 
release, calling her "a well-known and 
widely-respected leader" among staff. 

Skinner replaces Terri Velasquez, who 
was fired last year by the mayor and 
subsequently lobbed accusations of 
corruption at the city and sued for $1 
million. Velasquez had worked 24 years for 
the city and made $154,688. — JAS 

Gas building doomed 

The city plans to spend up to $400,000 
demolishing the former Utilities gas 
building at 25 Cimino Drive, according 
to a request for proposals. The building 
has been vacant for several years since 
Cottonwood Artists School, now known 
as Cottonwood Center for the Arts, 
moved. City police and firefighters have 
used the building for training, leaving it in 
shoddy condition ("Completely trashed," 
News, Nov. 18,2010). 

The brick structure sits on the edge of 
the Southwest Downtown Urban Renewal 
Area. It's owned by the city, which still 
owes Utilities $3.3 million for the building 
as part of a land swap years ago. 

City spokeswoman Cindy Aubrey says 
via e-mail: "I called [chief of Economic 
Vitality and Innovation] Steve Cox and he 
told me that the City budgeted (2012) for 
the demolition. He said the building was 
no longer usable, had asbestos and was a 
public hazard." 

Proposals, due June 29, will be given 
a higher score if contractors can get the 
job done by fall. The RFP doesn't call for 
mitigating coal-tar contamination under 
the building. — PZ

In political campaigns, freedom of speech also can mean the freedom to mislead

C "\ T 7hat we are affectionately call- 
V V ing the 'Lies, Half-Truths and 
Innuendo Campaign' is underway." 

That's Robert Blaha on U.S. Rep. 
Doug Lamborn, the three-term con- 
gressman for Colorado's 5th Con- 
gressional District. Blaha is running 
a primary challenge to unseat the 
incumbent Republican, and the race 
has turned nasty, with campaign ads 
from both sides targeting weaknesses 
imagined and otherwise. 
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Blaha has a lawyer fighting some claims. 



By June 26, the voters will have 
spoken, but before then, Blaha wants 
to address the issue of what he says are 
false Lamborn claims. 

To this end, the Blaha for Congress 
campaign has hired the law firm Roth- 
gerber Johnson & Lyons to request 
that numerous media outlets stop run- 
ning a Lamborn campaign ad. In a 
letter supplied by the Blaha campaign, 
attorney Eric Hall writes that the ad 
titled "Question" "misrepresents Mr. 
Blaha's record." 

"For the sake of [Federal Communi- 
cations Commission] licensing require- 
ments and the public interest," the letter 
reads, "your station should immediately 
cease airing this advertisement." 

When asked about the ad, Lamborn 
campaign's spokeswoman Catherine 
Mortensen responds: "I am disap- 
pointed the In dy is giving any cred- 
ibility to Mr. Blaha's latest claims." 

The ad contains claims that, while 
being arguably factual, are taken out 
of context. For instance, there's the 
insinuation that Blaha was responsible 



for three tax liens at the now-defunct 
Nebraska company TournamentGold/ 
Attendeez. 

In actuality, Blaha sat on the board of 
directors after investing some start-up 
money in TournamentGold/Attendeez, 
says co-founder Paul Gornell. "And that 
is the beginning and end of his involve- 
ment with our company," Gornell adds. 

The letter was sent May 25 to the 
market's four top TV stations: KRDO, 
KVOR, KKTV and KXRM. Accord- 
ing to Hall, none have answered. Rep- 
resentatives of these stations would 
not discuss the letter on-the-record 
with the Indy. 

Hall argues that it is the media 
outlets' responsibility to pull the ad, 
citing the FCC's mandate that outlets 
"protect the public from false, mis- 
leading or deceptive advertising." Fail- 
ure to do so can lead to a station's loss 
of licensure. 

However, as one media executive 
argues, the stations have a legal obli- 
gation to run the Lamborn ad. 

According to Section 315 of FCC 



regulations, if a media outlet accepts an 
ad from one candidate, it must accept 
ads from all other qualified candidates 
in that race. Further, the regulation 
states that the station "shall have no 
power of censorship over the material." 

"I have been expecting, but I haven't 
received, a legal rebuttal along those 
lines," says Hall. 

Blaha has not pressed the issue with 
the FCC, says Hall: "That is a huge 
undertaking. It's not as simple as fill- 
ing out a form." 

Perhaps after the primary, Blaha 
could continue legal action, Hall sug- 
gests, but it wouldn't be cheap. "It costs 
money to move through that process." 

In his letter Hall also requests that 
the outlets fact-check the campaign 
ads, and report on the results — a rea- 
sonable request, he says. 

That might be any candidate's only 
real hope. 

"It's the media and individual's job," 
argues Blaha, "to clarify for the public."

Elements of surprise 

Its first deal imperiled, Neumann Systems eyes other job creation avenues

If the city scraps its downtown 
Martin Drake Power Plant, 
physicist Dave Neumann could 
see years of research and devel- 
opment for his emissions system 
circle the drain. 

So like any good entrepre- 
neur, Neumann is hedging his 
bets. He still wants to see his 
trademarked NeuStream system 
remove sulfur dioxide from fuel 
plant emissions. He also wants 
to recover metals such as neo- 
dymium and yttrium — critical 
to high-tech industries — from 
fly ash. But in addition, he says, 
his technology can also capture 
carbon dioxide, a substance 
playing a pivotal role in making 
oil wells more productive. 

"If you put C02 down into 
them, then it rejuvenates oil 
wells," Neumann writes in an 
e-mail interview. "We could 
take C02 coming off coal and 
gas plants and we could elimi- 
nate our importation of oil and 
sequester C02 at the same time. 
Power plants could get paid for 
capturing their C02." 

And that could mean growth 



— and jobs — for Neumann 
Systems Group, Inc., even if 
Colorado Springs Utilities sub- 
marines its current deal with the 
manufacturer. 

For years, Springs-based Neu- 
mann Systems has been develop- 
ing NeuStream to remove sulfur 
dioxide from fossil fuel-burning 
plants, using equipment that's 
smaller and cheaper than com- 
petitors'. Utilities has invested 
$63 million in the technology, 
much of it before it inked a 
$73.5 million deal last year with 
Neumann. The city-owned util- 
ity stands to gain 3 percent of 
future sales of all NeuStream 
equipment to other energy com- 
panies, but could terminate the 
deal "for convenience" by sim- 
ply giving notice, according to 
the contract. 

And that's possible now that 
City Council, which acts as 
the Utilities Board, has com- 
missioned a study about retir- 
ing Drake. Mayor Steve Bach 
is interested in removing the 
hulking power station as a step 
toward revitalizing downtown. 



The Drake study is due later 
this year. So far, Utilities has 
requested only a "slow down" on 
the sulfur dioxide project, Neu- 
mann writes, adding, "We are 
working out the details of what 
that means with CSU manage- 
ment." 

The project, currently below 
cost and on schedule, is sched- 
uled to be operational at Drake 
by April 2014 to meet federal 
emissions limits that must be met 
no later than 2017. If Drake is 
decommissioned, the technology 
possibly could be transferred to 
the city's Ray D. Nixon Power 
Plant south of Colorado Springs. 

"While a comparative design 
study has not been completed, 
initial analysis suggests that the 
vast majority of the design and 
engineering work and invest- 
ment could be applied to Nixon," 
Utilities spokesman Dave Gross- 
man says in an e-mail. 

But if the city bails entirely, 
other utilities might get cold feet 
before investing. "Our chance of 
pulling this off somewhere else 
goes to zero," Neumann says. 




Even if Drake gets razed, Utilities could act as a partner. 



Neumann Systems already 
employs 65 people, and its 
leader can envision hundreds 
of local manufacturing jobs if 
NeuStream takes off. 

He recently announced 
another goal to capture metals 
from Utilities' fly ash, which is 
now either landfilled or used in 
building materials. This tech- 
nology, he predicts, could gen- 
erate up to $49 million annually 
at Drake. 

As for C02, no federal regu- 
lations require its removal from 
power plants' emissions, though 
some energy producers expect 
Congress to eventually adopt 
such laws. NeuStream, Neu- 



mann says, has shown "extraor- 
dinary results" in removing 
C02 in tests by the Energy and 
Environmental Research Center 
in North Dakota. 

Neumann's company reports 
that 25 percent of Texas oil 
production comes as a result of 
using C02 in oil fields previous- 
ly believed to be depleted. Using 
C02 reduces the use of water in 
drilling, with the greenhouse gas 
permanently sequestered under- 
ground. And, a Neumann release 
says, "The only readily available 
new source of large quantities of 
C02 is power plants."

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From a West African camp, the musicians of Sierra Leone's Refugee All Stars write a new story 



Anyone who's done the American music festival circuit knows just how tempting it is to 
naively compare those muddy, dense, drug-infested tent cities to, say, a Third World 
refugee camp. You can be sure, however, that when Sierra Leone's Refugee All Stars brought 
their Afropop to Bonnaroo in 2006, they didn't bat an eye at even the most dubiously hygienic 
of Bela Fleck groupies. 

Bandleader Reuben Koroma's early days as a musician in Sierra Leone's capital of Free- 
town came to an end in the late 1990s, when he was arrested by the ruling military junta 
under suspicion of collaborating with rebels — all for wearing his hair in dreadlocks. 

If such stories make the Refugee All Stars the "authentic" band, par excellence, you won't 
find its six members bragging about it. 

After Koroma was released, he and his wife fled to a refugee camp in neighboring Guinea to 
escape the escalating brutality of Sierra Leone's then-ongoing civil war. It was there that he 
reunited and met with fellow displaced musicians. One of the burgeoning band's percussionists 
had losta hand; the harmonica player, his arm. Most, theirfamilies.

But it was also there, in the infamous Kalia refugee camp, 
that they picked up whatever ragtag instruments they could 
find, and began to create something amid the destruction. 

What they created is tough to describe. Blending traditional baskeda and maringa rhythms 
with joyous reggae and soul, the Refugee All Stars have long resisted critical classification. 

"Even though it is international music, they're using international music," says Jeff Bieri, 
KRCC's program director and organizer of the World Music Series that will kick off with the 
band's appearance. "Just because they're West African doesn't mean thatthey're not influ- 
enced by other countries as well, [and] other music genres." 

Bieri's point is well-taken. In today's hyper-compartmentalized music world, it might just 
be those who've lived in the displaced, liminal space of the refugee who can remind us that all 
these boundaries we draw between things are totally arbitrary.

hey may only be kids, but this school's production of Beauty 
and the Beast isn't some Disney version. In fact, children 
der 11 are encouraged to stay home. This deeper, more 
sinister tale focuses much on the beast's tor- 
mented past. 

It comes from the original French story pub- 
lished in the 1700s, and underscores what Nancy 
Holaday likes to do with her students at Univer- 
L sity School of Colorado Springs — take what 
they're used to, and flip it. 

The Christian K-through-12 school 
in Old Colorado City allows its 100- 
some pupils to attend classes two 
or three days a week, with plenty 
of homework. In herfive years 
leading its drama program, Hola- 
day — whose Black Box Theatre 
company works with the school, 
where she teaches second 
grade — has found the seventh- 
through 12th-graders better grasp 
what they're reading through acting 
in four productions. 




So with their literary analysis 
and public speaking, they also get 
sword fighting. 

"When the sound of steel is on the 
stage," Holaday says, "there's just 
nothing like it." 

Steve Perkins is the one who 
taught the students professional 
sword-fighting techniques. Holaday 
first started working with Perkins 
over a year ago on The Legends 
of Camelot, and later had the stu- 
dents perfect their skills for Borneo 
and Juliet. For Beauty, the group 
has also choreographed complex 
scenes, including one set in the 
Hall of Mirrors, in which they will 
manipulate 24 mirrors. 

True to Beauty's message, this 
weekend's performances have a hidden benefit: the Cystic Fibrosis 
Foundation. Holaday says if all tickets sell, they could raise more 
than $20,000 for research of cystic fibrosis, a condition two of their 
schoolmates have.

Mountain scene 

Fusion Japan brings some flavor and flair to 
the Asian cuisine collective in Woodland Park

What's sushi without a little 
subterfuge? 
I'm not talking stealth ninja 
skills, though culinarily speaking, 
some of those are present in Fusion 
Japan's specialty rolls. I'm specifi- 
cally talking about how owner Lilly 
Zhuo dresses and acts like one of 
the wait staff at Woodland Park's 
new Japanese/Thai eatery. 




Line 'em up, and wolf 'em down: Sushi, 
gracefully made, arrives up Ute Pass. 



She does so, she explains, in 
order to garner true feedback from 
customers. She believes people will 
always give higher-ups lip service 
— generic lines like "It's good." 
Servers, she feels, receive the real 
gripes and groans, or are at least 
close enough to the tables to hear 
them in passing. Zhuo wants to 
know, and to fix problems. 

It's after my second visit, when 
introducing myself to our waitress 
and inquiring about the owner, that 
Zhuo grabs my arm and leads me 
outside to reveal herself, serious 
behind a proud, wide smile. And she 
should be pleased, this being her fam- 
ily's third restaurant in the region (one 
former, sold in Pueblo; another still 
open in metro Denver) with a fourth, 
Fuji Mountain, opening soon at 16064 
Jackson Creek Parkway in Monument. 

After emigrating from southern 
China to Virginia at age 18, and 
learning English by working in 

Chinese restau- 
rants, Zhuo, now 
33, calls Wood- 
land Park home. 
And like many 
residents, she's 
noticed the lack 
of food diversity

in town, with two Chinese restau- 
rants but no other Asian cuisine — 
hence the idea for Fusion Japan. 

Laudably, the relatively afford- 
able restaurant is MSG-free. And 
thanks in part to young sushi chef 
Rongrun "Wayne" Huang, who's 
studied the craft from San Francis- 
co to New York, the sushi list bears 
some fun touches. 

Think crunchy walnuts with crispy 
shrimp tempura and creamy avocado 
in the walnut-prawn roll ($8.95). Or, 
in the Hanade Roll ($9.95), a deli- 
cious, bright, beautiful mess of tobiko 
(fish eggs), four different garnish 
sauces and delicate scallion rounds 
topping salmon, yellowtail and fried 
spicy tuna. And finally, the Banana 
Island dessert roll ($12.95), where 
warmed unagi (eel) and mashed 
banana meld with avocado, wrapped 
in yellow soybean paper instead of 
nori (seaweed) and molded into trian- 
gles instead of rounds. They stand on 
the plate as if in tribute to the iconic 
mountain ranges of classic Japanese 
woodblock prints, and they're as 
good as they are sweetly weird. 

The simple sweet potato tem- 
pura roll ($4.25), pleasantly served 
with the tuber al dente, is for the 
less adventurous lovers of savory 
sugar, and the house caterpillar roll 
($10.25) is as cute and satisfying as 
most other outfits'. The handful of 
nigiri pieces (tuna, salmon, snapper) 
we sampled were as fresh and well- 
cut as anyone else's in town, as well. 

With an exception made for the 
incredibly delicious peanut sauce 
curry ($6.95/$9.95), which is bathe- 
in-the-broth awesome, the hibachi 
and Thai offerings register as some- 
what less exciting. The Thai-style 
beef ($6.95) bears tender meat and 
a little heat and is just fine, as is the 
soy-sesame-and-black-pepper-potent 
hibachi scallop and vegetable lunch 
entree ($8.95). But Fusion's pad Thai 
rendition ($6.95/$8.95) is disappoint- 
ing: heavy and overly wet, lacking 
cilantro, lime and fresh bean sprout 
crunch. And the Thai iced tea ($2.50) 
needs work, too, as it's slightly under- 
sweet and under-creamy, tasting 
mostly like an iced version of the 
base tea. Though synthetic-tasting, 
the bizarre-glassed Japanese sodas 
($2.50) are more experience-shaping. 

But for the overall experience, 
Fusion Japan is already easily one 
of the small city's top eateries; 
there's no being stealthy about that.

Pita to pizza 

After an initial opening in summer 2008 
and ownership change in summer 2011, 
the Arabica Cafe (12 S. Tejon St., 471- 
2444) is now out of business. On June 1, 
the location turned into NJ Pizza Cafe 
under George Will, who also owns Equity 
Lending Mortgage Corp. some four blocks 
south on Tejon Street. 

Will, son of departing Arabica owner 
Barbara Sondree, has partnered for the 
venture with Jeff Puglisi, another former 
New Jersey resident, who claims more 
than 20 years of food service experience. 
When asked about opening a pizza place 
directly across from II Vicino, Will simply 
says, "You've gotta come try it." 

Hey, if Poor Richard's and Louie's Pizza 
can both survive and thrive on their block 
— and not far from a Borriello Brothers 
location — then who's to say the South 
Tejon strip can't buoy two pie-slingers, too? 

Will talks up his authentic New Jersey 
recipes for dough and sauce, and the 
distinguishing characteristic of selling 
pizza by the slice, on-the-fly, as opposed 
to the sit-down approach taken by his 
wood-oven neighbor. Guests can opt for 
a creamy Alfredo versus traditional red 
sauce on the thin-crust creations, and 
find stromboli, Philly sandwiches, salads 
and fried starters. 

Brews, bears and busts 

• Nosh (121 S. Tejon St., nosh121.com) added 
a 10-tap beer system to its bar last month, 
and GM Tyler Schiedel says he wants to 
"see how far we can take it" in challenging 
customers with unfamiliar brews. 

Joining the likes of Trinity Brewing Co., 
Front Range Barbeque, Another Pint, and 
Brewer's Republic, Nosh is getting lines 
on rare beer kegs via its distributors. In- 
demand brands like Dogfish Head — cur- 
rently, the MyAntonia Imperial Pilsner <$8 
for 12 ounces) — will join Belgian sours 
and other styles with acquired tastes. 
Though eight taps will be devoted to those 
strange brews (with one tunneling a por- 
tion of proceeds to Pikes Peak Urban Gar- 
dens), two taps will always carry Bristol 
Brewing Co.'s Beehive and Laughing Lab. 

Remember these two words, friends: 
happy hour. 

• The Black Bear (10375 Ute Pass Ave., 
Green Mountain Falls) will soon debut 
a new bourbon bar element, featuring 
more than 40 high-end bourbons and 20 
bourbon-based cocktails. Owner Victor 
Matthews, who's acting as consulting 
chef for the upcoming Southern Hospital- 
ity venture in Denver ("Southern expo- 
sure," Side Dish, May 23), will also add 
Cajun appetizers to accompany the drinks 
in a "Southern-style gastro pub" format. 

• Both Cafe 609 (609 W. Midland Ave.) 
and Buster O'Brians (727 Gold Hill Place 
South) have closed recently in Wood- 
land Park. Meanwhile, Rancho Liborio 
has shut its doors at 1660 S. Circle Drive.

Back in December, Matthew got all gushy on two 
Rockyard beers he sampled at Coaltrain Wine & Spir- 
its' annual Christmas tasting: Rockyard's Double IPA 
and Bourbon Barrel Stout, upgrades of the compa- 
ny's flagship Hopyard IPA and Lighting Strike Stout, 
respectively. 

The Castle Rock company's seasonal Excavator 
Doppel Bock ($8.99, four-pack) is also a strong beer, 
perhaps the best American- made Bock I've tried. The 
German style enjoys a proud history of being a meal 
replacement drink to sustain Monks during times of 
fasting — essentially a liquid bread. Dark amber with 
a robust and slightly sweet malt flavor, this 7.5 per- 
cent ABV lager performs equally well as a nice, cold 
pintto accompany your meat and potatoes. Generally 
brewed and released in winter months, it's quite a 
treat to find early in the summer. — Steve Hitchcock

Mi Lee's drink spot is as lived-in a bar as you're 
going to find, full of wood, regulars and friendly 
snark. The shades have likely been mostly closed for 
decades, the jukebox is in the corner, and please note 
the sign above the bar: "No checks, no foo-foo drinks 
and no talking to imaginary people!!!" 

The food's pretty standard, too, until you get to the 
kimchi burger ($7.95) and the smelt basket ($6.50). 
Sporting a mixed patty of beef, the spicy fermented 
cabbage, green onions, garlic, ginger and sesame 
seeds, the burger's an interesting, though incomplete, 
idea. It comes topped with pickled red onions and lots 
of mayo, and has a nice tang to it, but badly needs a 
fresh componentto balance. The smelt's justfun: a bas- 
ket of whole, 4-inch-long fish, deep-fried and munched 
with tartar. Its crunchy bones go down without a fight, 
at least until you get to a big one. — Bryce Crawford

There's been a Do Drop downtown since 1977, but I 
visited this 11-year-old extension to try the pizza (pies,

It's a thick-crust, super-dense, sweet-dough pizza; 
all the staff will say is that it's made with sugar. Mor- 
tifying to some, supremely gratifying to others. Sauce 
and toppings are fairly light, but items like sausage 
taste great with the sweetness. It's truly unlike any 
pizza I've ever eaten. 

A huevos rancheros ($6.98) is lamer than most; a 
salmon salad ($10.99), fresh but dominated by briny 
artichoke hearts; and an Alfredo-drenched, Fontina- 
and-Canadian-bacon Chicken Cordon Blu ($12.99), 
heavy and sort of generic. — Matthew Schniper

Alien intelligence 



*Prometheus (R) 



By Scott Renshaw 

While the Internet does its typical speculative - 
overdrive thing, director Ridley Scott has 
played fairly coy about whether or not his new sci- 
ence-fiction tale Prometheus is, in fact, a "prequel" 
of sorts to his landmark 1979 horror-in-space film 
Alien. Please stop reading now — and stop reading 
all film media everywhere for the foreseeable future 
— if you'd still consider such information a "spoiler." 

Because when talking about Prometheus, it seems 
preposterous to avoid talking about the acid-blooded, 
double -jawed, get-away-from-her-you-bitch killing 
machine in the room. Those who consider Alien 
one of the most primally, viscerally effective thrill- 
ers ever made (and I count myself among them) are 
bound to come in with an extra combination of antic- 
ipation and dread, wondering whether Prometheus 
could be a worthy addition to the creature's canon or 
merely a feature-length extrapolation of Scott's pen- 
chant for "director's cut" tinkering. 

How much do we want to know about the "origin" 
of the alien? And how much will holding this movie 
to the standard of a genre classic make it hard to rec- 
ognize what it does right? 

It actually does a fair amount right, as it launches an 
exploratory team into space to discover what may be 
the origin of humanity itself. Anthropologists Elizabeth 
Shaw (Noomi Rapace) and Charlie Holloway (Logan 
Marshall-Green) lead the scientific crew to a destination 
gleaned from ancient civilizations' pictography, a planet 
where mysterious structures discovered upon arrival 
indicate the presence of an alien intelligence. 

The corporation that financed the mission — repre- 
sented on the ship by Meredith Vickers (Charlize Theron) 
and a robot named David (Michael Fassbender) — may 
have its own agenda for what they might discover there, 
but all plans could be put on hold when it becomes clear 
that something unfriendly is creeping about. 

The "unfriendly something" is what a lot of folks are 
coming to see, but Scott, working from a script by Jon 
Spaihts (The Darkest Hour) and Damon Lindelof (Lost), 
tiptoes deftly around his showcase sequences. As spec-

tacular as Prometheus is 
from a production design 
standpoint, even provid- 
ing a rare superb moment 
in the now-omnipresent 
use of 3D, it's actually 
got some heady ideas 
percolating beyond base- 
line summer blockbuster 
material. 

Dr. Shaw's quest for understanding these star- 
farers who may have birthed humanity allows an 
opportunity to dig into what it is we consider the 
characteristics of "God," and how we deal with being 
disappointed by Him. And as the consequences of 
dabbling with the fundamental nature of life begin to 
mount, Prometheus becomes a compelling case for 
the difference between playing God and being God. 

None of which is to suggest that Prometheus also 
doesn't deliver the goods as an action-suspense film, 
though it certainly doesn't aspire to the nonstop 
thrills of James Cameron's Aliens. Scott concocts a 
couple terrific cringe-in-your-seat moments, most 
memorably when a character is required to engage in 
a little emergency self-surgery. 

He's also got a terrific asset in Fassbender, whose 
enigmatic David keeps you guessing as to whether he's 
going to wind up being more Ash or Bishop. Throw in 
some funky creature effects that evoke John Carpenter's 
The Thing as much as they do Alien, and you've got 
something that doesn't forget the meat and potatoes. 

Yet Prometheus also keeps throwing small frus- 
trations at you, preventing it from reaching its full 
insinuating potential. The character relationships are 
the kind that are sometimes built on the foundation 
of a single scene, yet are expected to carry significant 
narrative weight. More significantly, Scott and com- 
pany seem to feel obliged to fill in every remaining 
gap in the Alien history, assuming that elements from 
the original film that have always tantalized with 
their mystery actually needed definitive "origins." 




in his hands — well, not exactly, but Michael 
assists Prometheus' ultimate brightness. 



It's the same misguided thinking that gave us 
Hannibal Lecter's traumatic childhood, and midi- 
chlorians explaining The Force. For a film that is in 
some ways about confronting the great unanswered 
questions, Prometheus doesn't seem to trust that we 
can be OK with leaving some of them unanswered. 

That's part of the inevitable challenge of venturing 
back into this territory: If you're going to do it, you feel 
obliged to justify it by doing it all the way. Prometheus 
offers a story that's effective on its own merits; the main 
thing that stands in its way is the history that may have 
piqued Ridley Scott's interest in the first place.

The last psych band on Earth 

A post-ironic Dandy Warhols searches for something new to react against 



By Bill Forman 

The last thing Pete Holmstrom 
expected — back when he and his 
Portland, Ore., pals Courtney Taylor- 
Taylor and Zia McCabe formed their 
celebrated psych-pop band the Dandy 
Warhols — is that they'd still be doing 
it together nearly 20 years later. 



Autumn Carnival" and "Well They're 
Gone" to the Iggy-esque "Enjoy Your- 
self" and an unlikely cover of Tennes- 
see Ernie Ford's hit, "16 Tons." 

Below, Holmstrom surveys the 
band's strange musical trajectory and 
what may, or may not, come next.

"I just figured five years, because 
that was longer than anything I'd ever 
done at that point," says the guitarist of 
what would become one of the Pacific 
Northwest's best pop exports. "Back 
then, relationships lasted six months, 
if they were long ones. And college, 
that was four years. So, you know, a 
band? Five years, maybe, who knows? 
By then I'd have figured out what to do 
when I settled down." 

Guess again. Apart from original 
drummer Eric Hedford's departure 
not long after the band's 1995 sign- 
ing to Capitol, the Warhols lineup has 
remained remarkably stable while 
producing such wry classics as "Not if 
You Were the Last Junkie on Earth" 
and "Bohemian Like You." 

Along the way, further notoriety came 
via DIG!, a 2004 documentary about 
the band's alleged love -hate relationship 
with the Brian Jonestown Massacre. 
While the film won the Documentary 
Grand Jury Prize at Sundance, its sub- 
jects dismissed it as "a series of punch- 
ups and mishaps taken out of context." 

In 2007, the 
Warhols split with 
Capitol and this 
past April released 
their eighth stu- 
dio album, This 
Machine, on The 
End Records. It 
ranges from dream- 
pop gems like "The

Indy: I see that the new album 
actually charted higher than any of 
your major-label albums ... 

Pete Holmstrom: It did? That was 
the goal of Andrea [Katsambas], the 
guy who owns The End Records. 
That's what he wanted to do, but 
I didn't know that he had actually 
achieved that. That's fucking awesome. 

Indy: So do you think that's 
because it's selling more than your 
previous ones, or is everyone else 
just selling less? 

PH: Well, everybody's selling less. I 
don't know what the figures are, because 
I just don't want to know any of that. 

Indy: When Capitol Records 
insisted on shelving Russell Eleva- 
do's original mix of Welcome to the 
Monkey House — which you later 
released independently — they com- 
missioned one that more prominent- 
ly features [Duran Duran keyboard- 
ist] Nick Rhodes. Was that the begin- 
ning of the end of your relationship 
with the label? 

PH: Yes, it was. But Nick Rhodes 
was actually involved before Russell 
Elevado, so all his keyboard tracks are 
on Elevado's mixes. And Nick Rhodes 
was our idea. We definitely wanted to 
use him. It started with just one track, 
and it was really cool, so he ended up 
playing on half to three-quarters of 
the album. 



Indy: And then the album after 
[Odditorium or Warlords of Mars] 
was a real swing back to guitar ... 

PH: Yeah, definitely. We just tend to 
react to what we've just done, or what 
there's too much of that we're hearing. 
So it's like, after Thirteen Tales [from 
Urban Bohemia], the last thing we 
wanted to do was make another guitar 
record. After Monkey House, the last 
thing we wanted to do was have a key- 
board record with pop songs. You know, 
we wanted to spread out and have crazy, 
weird experimental jams and try our 
best to turn them into songs. 

... Earth to the Dandy Warhols ... 
was an experiment with how many 
layers of things we could put into each 
song. And you know, the reaction 
to that is This Machine, which is as 
stripped-down as we've ever been. 

Indy: One critic described This 
Machine as the band's most irony- 
free album. Is it? Are you guys post- 
irony now? Are you feeling sincere at 
this very moment? 

PH: Let's see, yeah, most of the 
time. [Laughs.] I agree with that com- 
ment, and I don't know that it was 
really intentional. It's like, those were 
the songs, and that's kind of where our 
heads were when we were doing it. 
You know, a lot of the irony in the past 
has maybe been more just in the song 
titles than the actual songs. 

Indy: But then there are songs 
like "Heroin Is So Passe," where the 
irony kind of goes throughout the 
whole song, doesn't it? 

PH: Yes. [Laughs.] I don't know. I 
mean, that one was such a tough one, 
because that was Courtney's brief 
little immature way of dealing with a 
very serious subject, you know, actual 
things that were happening to people 
that he knew, or that we all knew. 

Indy: You've recorded with the 
Brian Jonestown Massacre's bassist 
in your side project [Pete Interna- 
tional Airport], and obviously the 
two bands are going to have their 
names associated with each other 
forever. Had it not been for the docu- 
mentary, do you think that would 
still have been the case? 

PH: I think it was gonna be the case, 
no matter what. 

Indy: Why is that? 

PH: Because we've been friends 
since the beginning. The reason we 
don't play shows together anymore, is 
because we make more money playing 
shows on our own, and if we played 



together, each band would get like half 
as much. So our managers don't let us 
tour together. But I've been friends with 
all of them for a long time, so I hate that 
the movie made it seem like we weren't. 

Indy: I guess if you're doing a film, 
you need a story arc. 

PH: Yeah, you know, as much as I'm 
kind of unhappy with the way that DIG! 
turned out, it is a good movie. And if it 
hadn't been told the way it was, it would 
not have had a story that captivated 
people. It would just be like, "Oh, they 
were friends and they continued making 
music." But I hate the fact that you need 
drama to sell movies or whatever. 

Indy: Listening to new songs like 
"Autumn Carnival," it seems like you 
have as much or more in common with 
bands from the U.K. as you do with 
contemporary American indie bands. 
Do you feel a kinship with that scene? 

PH: Yeah, growing up, I actually 
spent three years living in England. Plus, 
it does seem like a lot of the music I like 
comes from there. I don't know, there's 
more aggression, kind of, in American 
music, and I tend to like things that are 
a little prettier. And the English seem to 
do that pretty damn well. 

Indy: So you've got an anniversary 
coming up. 

PH: A couple, actually. 2013 is the 
13th anniversary of Thirteen Tales, so 
I think we've gotta do something for 
that. And right after is the 20th anni- 
versary, so we'll have to do something 
for that, too. We've also got to figure 
out how to put out another record, and 
what that record's gonna sound like. 

Indy: What will you be reacting 
against this time? 

PH: Well, at the moment I really 
want to make like a super keyboard- 
heavy dance music record. I would 
really like to put our spin on something 
like that. But you know, by the time we 
record it, I don't know what we're going 
to be reacting against, or to, or what- 
ever. I know that after Monkey House 
came out, we were saying that the next 
record was gonna be a grunge record, 
which I think was just us being silly. 

Indy: But part of you did think 
that at the time? 

PH: Well, yeah, because it was so 
clean and polished, it was like, "The 
next thing we wanna do is gonna be 
the exact opposite." But it ended up 
being a different exact opposite.

Those who can't do, teach. Those 
who can, have the option. That's 
the conclusion you reach after spend- 
ing a half hour talking to New Orleans 
keyboardist Joe Krown, whose current 
trio features the powerhouse duo of 
guitarist Walter "Wolfman" Washing- 
ton and drummer Russell Batiste Jr. 




Krown: 'When I first started playing with 
him, at least once a night I'd get lost.' 



A tremendous jazz and blues piano/ 
organ player, Krown backed Chuck 
Berry during his trips through the 
Northeast in the late '80s, then left 
Boston for New Orleans to join Clar- 
ence "Gatemouth" Brown until the 
blues legend's 2005 death. Krown 
knows music, and also teaches it in 
the Jazz Studies Division at the Uni- 
versity of New Orleans. In fact, he 
frequently goes to the keyboard dur- 
ing our interview to illustrate differ- 



ent piano styles over the phone. 

"With stride, barrelhouse and 
boogie-woogie, your left hand is the 
rhythm machine and your right hand 
improvises melodies on top of that," 
he says, demonstrating how his hero 
Professor Longhair incorporated a 
woozy, syncopated rolling feel into 
barrelhouse piano playing, which 
helped create New Orleans' signature 
R&B sound. 

These days, Krown has a side- 
project devoted to Longhair's music, 
but that wasn't always the case. While 
Gatemouth was a Louisiana resident, 
he hated that particular indigenous 
sound and didn't want it in his music. 

"He was always very critical of me 
playing the New Orleans stuff, and that 
had its effect on me," says Krown, not- 
ing the enormous influence Gatemouth 
had on him and his career. "When 
someone is sitting there saying, 'Don't 
do this, don't do that' — even though I 
do it — it kind of restricts my develop- 
ment. After he passed, I definitely let 
that come out in a much bigger way." 

Meanwhile, Krown's trio with 
Washington and Batiste — which 
released a fine 2010 collection called 
Triple Threat — plays loose-limbed 
improvisational R&B. After Gate- 
mouth's death, Krown sought out 
Washington, who played for years in 
Lee Dorsey's legendary band, for his 
next project. 



"I just thought for an organ trio 
he'd be the right guy," says Krown. 
"He's one of these jazzy guitar players 
playing a cleaner, bass-ier, more full- 
bodied sound. He's got enough of that 
jazz influence that his playing really 
reminds me of Grant Green. But we 
started playing and it just evolved into 
this more R&B thing, especially when 
you add Russell into it." 

Batiste hails from a famous musical 
family and has played with all-stars, 
including a regular gig in the reincar- 
nated "Funky" Meters. Krown com- 
pares Batiste to Rain Man: "His per- 
sonal life's a total mess, but put him in 
front of a kit and he can do anything." 

Playing with such terrific players has 
sharpened Krown's game. "It is really 
super free-form," he says of the group's 
material. "There's a lot of structure to 
how we get in and out of them, but in 
the middle anything happens. Any- 
body can do anything at any point, and 
without a bass player it can really flow 
in any direction sonically. With Rus- 
sell, anything can happen rhythmically. 
When I first started playing with him, 
at least once a night I'd get lost." 

Which is not a bad thing. If vari- 
ety's the spice of life, you can bet 
Krown's reaching for the shaker. 

"For me," he says, "it's all about if 
you can keep me interested."

After the reunion tour, 
Mike Love says he and the rest of the band 
would like to make a Beach Boys album from 
ground up. While That's Why God Made the 
Radio is a good start, a full-on Beach Boys 
album could be amazing. — Alan Sculley

Most often, Young 
takes original words and writes new music 
in Crazy Horse style. Apart from their lyrics, 
familiar songs like "Oh Susannah" and "Cle- 
mentine" are rendered pretty much unrecog- 
nizable, while others like "This Land Is Your 
Land" tend to be more faithful. "Travel On" 
and "High-Flyin' Bird" are solid and potent 
enough to pass for Crazy Horse catalog, but

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Glorified heights 

Sarah Jaffe fights for her right to be arty

and I was tired of dealing with it," 
says the 26-year-old troubadour. So 
she decided on something cool, both 
literally and figuratively; she boldly 
instructed her stylist to shave only 
one side of her head. A month later, 
she says with a chuckle, "I went 
back in and said 'Take off the other, 
and the back, too.' I just wanted 
short hair, something that I could 
easily tour with that I didn't have 
to fix. And that's exactly what she 
gave me." 

Jaffe's startling new 'do which 

she gelled into bushy tufts — fell 
somewhere between a Wishnik and 
the Plasmatics' Wendy 0. Williams. 
And it stood as a metaphor for the 
guitarist's long-stifled curiosity: 
Having grown up in a strict Baptist 
household, she lived a sheltered 
existence that's only now beginning 
to truly blossom, via her adventur- 
ous new sophomore set The Body 
Wins. 

"I wanted to do something that 
I'd never done before," she says. "If 
I can change only one small thing, it 
makes me feel 



better about doing 
everything else."

loop-rhythmed techno-punker 
from Body that's as far from her 
folksy Suburban Nature album 
debut as a bob haircut is from a 
burr. Instead of hogging 
the spotlight, Jaffe sings a 
few lines then points to an 
11-year-old breakdancer 
she discovered on YouTube, 
Emily Huffman, and lets her 
elastic-limbed antics steal the 
show. The rest of the album 
pushes the envelope even 
further, in experiments like 
the metal/hip-hop "Talk," an 
eerily Gothic "Hooray for 
Love," the Cocteau Twins- 
ish "When You Rest," and 
the funereal procession- 
als "Fangs" and "The Way 
Sound Leaves a Room." 
All of it is held together by 
Jaffe's warm, smoky warble. 

"I'm tired of not taking 
risks," explains Jaffe. "There 
are times — personally, and 
also in music — when I don't 
want to do certain things, 
or I'm afraid to try a new 
instrument. But now I'm coming to 
a point where I just don't want to 
be that way. People are either going 
to like my songs or they're not, so 
what's so scary about that?" 

So she shelved her guitar and 
bought a pawn shop bass and drum 
kit, neither of which she knew how 
to play. The first day Jaffe started 
fumbling around with them, she 
penned an entire song, "Sucker for 
Your Marketing." When she hit a 
creative brick wall, producer John 
Congleton asked her to send him 
every snippet she'd recorded for 
the past two years, even music she 
found embarrassing. 

"There was this one 30-second 
demo of me playing the drums and 
singing a chorus a cappella, just to 
see if I could sing and play drums 
at the same time, and John said, 
'There's something cool here'," she 
says of what would become "Glori- 
fied High." 

Where Jaffe will go from the 
artistic plateau of Body is anyone's 
guess. Personally, she has no idea. 
"It all goes along with taking risks," 
she says. "I've never been sorry for 
any chance that I've taken, 
and any time I've second- 
guessed myself, it's turned 
out poorly. So I just follow 
things through now, and 
why not? What's the worst 
that could happen?"

aybe we need a revolution," sang Mutants front- 
man Fritz Fox last Friday, pointing at the crowd. 
"You're not the problem, you're the solution."

school types, a few of whom may actually have been around 
long enough to catch the band in its '80s heyday. 

The lyric also spoke to the fact that the punk-rock 
genre isn't always the stereotypically nihilist force it's 
frequently made out to be. Even if that /spart of its charm. 



Just ask Dann Kieta, organizer of this coming Saturday's 
Front Range PunkFest 3, where some two dozen bands will 
command one stage at the new D.I.Y. Event Center (2361 E. 
Platte Place) and another atTino's next door. 

"There's places in town that wouldn't let me hang posters 
just because it says 'punk' on it," says Dann, who orga- 
nized the first Front Range PunkFest at the now-defunct 
Blue Iguana Tavern, where he used to tend bar. "So this 
year, I wanted the focus to 
be more on spread- 
ing the word to the 
public that, look, 
punk rock doesn't 
mean heroin needles 
and safety pins. You 
know, there's more to 
it than that. 

"We're a com- 
munity, but we're not the kind of 
community that doesn't want to have other 
people get involved. We wantthe general public to 
come on down and, you know, maybe you'll meet 
somebody with a mohawk or a nose piercing or 
something, but this doesn't mean that you can't be 
friends or have a good time." 

And while you're at it, bring the family. "At the 
last punk fest we did, there were a lot of little 
kids running around, and they were just having a 
good old time. And everybody was super-cool, you know. 
Even when a kid runs into the pit, everybody makes sure 
the kid doesn't get hurt, and slows down and stuff, and 
makes sure the kid has fun." 
What began with a half-dozen bands crammed into a 



Nevada Avenue bar has now evolved into a local punk- 
rock institution. This year's lineup includes return appear- 
ances by local stalwarts like Murder Hat, 99 Bottles and the 
Nobodys; Dann's own trio Tater Twat (which he describes 
as "the greatest rock 'n roll band in the history of Colorado"); 
and, traveling out from California's inland empire, Iggy and 
the Rough Riders Family Band, a group that consists of 
single father Iggy and his "five amazing boys." 

Musically, the bands range from gutter 
punk to ska and a lot of points in between. 
"We've got the real hardcore skinhead oi 
punk stuff like 99 Bottles, and then we've got 
the more ska-punk style, more the Blink-182 
type stuff, like Sorry I Came. The idea was to 
kind of cover the whole genre." (You can find 
the full schedule attinyurl.com/frpunk.) 

I should probably warn you that there'll 
be a third outdoor stage where accordion 
performance-artterrorist Chris Mandile has been 
given free range to do whatever he wants, which is kind of a 
wonderful and frightening idea. 

"We're also gonna have some body suspension people 
— you know, people that put hooks through their skin 
and hang from them. We were thinking we'd use a cherry 
picker, butthen one day I was at work standing on a scaf- 
folding, and I thought, hey this would work. So we have a 
rolling scaffolding that we're gonna use." 

And who'll be up there? "Whoever wants to hang," 
says Dann. "I think you're an idiot if you do it, myself, but 
it's fun to watch."

Don't-show-me state 

Seeking to determine whether mem- 
bers of the Missouri National Guard 
dispatched to Joplin after last year's 
tornado to secure the city instead looted 
it, the St. Louis Post-Dispatch filed an 
open-records request. The Guard denied 
the request, citing its exemption to the 
open-records law. Missouri is the only 
state that shields the National Guard 
from public accountability, an exemp- 
tion from the state's Sunshine Law 
that even the lawmaker who in 1987 
requested it believes was a mistake. "I'd 
have a hard time supporting any govern- 
ment entity paid for by tax dollars being 



exempted from the open-meetings law," 
former Sen. John Scott said. Denied 
access, the newspaper went directly to 
Brig. Gen. Randy Alewel, commander 
of the 35th Engineer Brigade. He con- 
firmed that members of his unit were 
involved in the looting and that "dis- 
ciplinary action was imposed on those 
soldiers." (St. Louis Post-Dispatch)

Police responding to a domestic 
disturbance in Palmer Township, Pa., 
reported that Joyce Speciale-Detweiler, 
53, beat her husband with a vacuum 
cleaner pole after they argued about his 
"facial hair style." Donald Detwiler said 
his wife attacked him even after he told 
her he planned to shave later that day.

Drinking-class hero 

When Jose Sanders, 22, tried to buy 
beer at a liquor store in Braselton, Ga. 
the clerk thought he looked young, 
asked to see his ID but still wouldn't 
sell him beer. Sanders told the clerk to 
call police, declaring, "I have no worry. 
My whole intention is to buy this beer." 
Police arrived and arrested Sanders for 
disorderly conduct. Assistant Police 
Chief Lou Solis said Sanders admitted 
using profanity after he became "kind 
of frustrated," but insisted he was just 
talking to himself. "Sometimes I talk 
out loud," Sanders said, explaining he 
has a medical condition that affected his 
growth, causing him to appear younger 
and making him a constant victim of 
discrimination.

Home grown 

News waits for June, apparently, so here's 
a panoply of pieces to peruse: 

• Colorado Alternative Care Services 

(1402 W. Colorado Ave., 635-5963) has 
closed; its voicemail greeting simply says, 
"I want to thank you very much for your 
call, but we are no longer in business." 

• Colorado Springs' Cannabis Sci- 
ence (cannabisscience.com), headed 
by University of Colorado at Colorado 
Springs professor Robert Melamede, has 
announced it will soon release a new line 
of marijuana-based products. 

"Cannabis Science is rapidly moving to 
commercialize Phytiva, our new over-the- 
counter skin and nutraceutical [health- 
boosting food] product line to be avail- 
able through its newest venture Phytiva 
Pharmaceuticals Inc.," reads a statement. 
"Cannabis Science formulations for these 
new products are finalized and we are 
making decisions for mass manufacturing 
and nationwide distribution." 

•The bestpartofthe report Grass Roots 
Research and Distribution released last 
week about Medical Marijuana Inc., a 
California company that just purchased 
Denver's Dixie Elixirs & Edibles, is a note 
regarding the MMJ market, "which Grass- 
roots [sic] expects to grow at a rate of 39 
percent annually (compounded rate) over 
the next four years taking the market to 
$8.9 billion within the 16 legal states and 
Washington, D.C. They further note that 
as of now, there are as many as 25 million 
patients eligible to benefit from medical 
marijuana under the current state laws." 

Those numbers should only increase 
with Connecticut's recent news; see below. 

• Hemp History Week occurs between 
June4and 10, and to celebrate, the Hemp 
Store (2 Ruxton Ave., Manitou Springs, 
toddshempstore.com) "will have educa- 
tional materials and samples all week 
long," according to its event page. "We 
will [also] be showing various hemp his- 
tory related films and documentaries 
throughout the week." 

Limited promotions on Dr. Bronner's Magic 
Soaps will also be offered by Whole Foods 
Market and Natural Grocers by Vitamin Cot- 
tage locations. Dr. Bronner's announced 
Tuesday it's giving $50,000 to the Campaign 
to Regulate Marijuana Like Alcohol. 

New buds 

Last Friday, Connecticut became the 17th 
medical-marijuana state when Gov. Dannel 
Malloy signed House Bill 5389 into law. 

A few caveats, however, as pointed out 
by Americans for Safe Access: "There are 
a number of problems ... cited, including 
a prohibition on patients cultivating their 
own medical marijuana," reads a release. 
"Another contentious issue ... is an overly 
restrictive list of qualifying medical condi- 
tions. For example, the qualification list 
excludes chronic pain, which is the condi- 
tion for which the vast majority of patients 
in the U.S. use medical marijuana."

He is a good guy and has never given me reason to distrust him, but if you 
aren't hiding anything, why would you care whether your girlfriend can read 
your e-mail, Facebook messages, whatever? He says he feels that people should 
have a certain amount of privacy in a relationship and doesn't believe in sharing 
his passwords.

Of course, there's no place for waterboarding or other enhanced interrogation 
techniques in a healthy relationship, but after two years of having sex with a guy, 
you'd think you'd at least be allowed to have a spy drone follow him to the office. 

While some women trade sex for dinner, jewelry and major appliances, all you 
expect is your boyfriend's privacy. Privacy — controlling what information about 
yourself gets shared with others — is a fundamental right. Yet, I'm amazed by 
the amount of e-mail I get, mainly from women, who think having regular sex 
with someone entitles them to roll back that person's privacy to that of a convict- 
ed serial killer (save for the flashlight-assisted cavity searches).

If you can, accept that his information is his property, and leave him be 
when he closes the bathroom door to his mind. Relationships are actually richer 
when those in them have private lives, when they're two people who come together 
to share a lot of things instead of two people who share absolutely everything — 
down to a single e-mail address: JenniferNJason@WeAreNowOneBigBlob.com.

I'm 23, and I realized that I don't know who I am. I just got out of a two-year 
relationship with a musician. I totally cleaved to his world — sold his CDs, 
promoted the band, started writing songs. But, it really wasn't me, and "we" 
were all about him.

Tribute to a special coach 

When the news story popped up on the computer screen a few weeks ago, it 
didn't seem real. 

"Former West Virginia coach Bill Stewart died Monday at the age of 59 after 
suffering an apparent heart attack." 

Stewart was known to most of the college football world as the former assistant 
who stepped in to take over West Virginia's program as interim head coach after 
Rich Rodriguez bolted for Michigan in late 2007. In his first game overseeing 
the Mountaineers, they hammered Oklahoma 48-28 in the Fiesta Bowl, and Stew- 
art wasn't "interim" anymore. He went 28-12 over three seasons, before his tenure 
ended in an unhappy way. Dana Holgorsen was hired as coach-in-waiting, Stew- 
art said some things he shouldn't have, and he was pushed into retirement. 

But it's obvious from the endless tributes, by players and fellow coaches, that 
Stewart, a West Virginia native, remained special to everyone who knew him. 

The same goes here.

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Stewart spent four years of his coaching 
journey at Air Force, from 1990 through 
1993, in charge of the AFA defensive line. 
He was always smiling and upbeat, excit- 
edly greeting his players as they left the 
field after a good series, or exhorting them 
to bounce back when times were tough. 

His optimism was infectious, and the 
Air Force players loved him. Likewise, 
Stewart was a magnet for the media, 
never failing to provide great quotes. 

My favorite Stewart memories go back 
to his first year at the AFA. That 1990 
team didn't have a runner who totaled 600 
yards, and the top two quarterbacks, Rob 
Perez and Jarvis Baker, passed for 99 
and 144 yards, respectively — for the entire season. The defense was led by defensive 
back Carlton McDonald and linebackers Brian Hill and J.T. Tokish (now an ortho- 
pedic surgeon at the AFA hospital), but the unit as a whole took its lumps during the 
season, giving up 54 points against Brigham Young and 57 at Notre Dame. 

Stewart inherited a defensive line that averaged only about 230 pounds a man, 
regularly giving up 40 to 60 pounds to opposing blockers. Given that, and the need 
to develop depth, Stewart spent the season playing his second unit about a third of 
the time. That kept everyone fresh, and by the end of the year, the Falcons turned a 
4-5 record into 6-5 with a 15-3 win at Army followed by a 14-13 victory at Texas-El 
Paso to earn a berth in the Liberty Bowl — against mighty Ohio State. 

No big deal. Air Force's defensive coaches put together a game plan that stymied the 
Buckeyes, with those down linemen playing a key role. After the Falcons' 23-11 upset 
victory, Stewart spent a long time giving hugs to everyone in sight, then summed up the 
night perfectly by saying, "There's some football for the Big Ten, buddy." 

A year later, Air Force went 10-3 and wrapped it up with another Liberty Bowl 
stunner, routing Mississippi State, 38-15, again with the unsung AFA defensive 
line playing a vital role. 

Stewart left the Falcons in 1994 to become head coach at Virginia Military Institute, 
but not even his positive attitude could change that program's losing ways. But by 2000 
he was at West Virginia, where he endeared himself until his big chance came. 

His finest moment had to be that Fiesta Bowl, after a rousing, nationally tele- 
vised pregame pep talk when he told his team, "Leave no doubt tonight." 

But a lot of Air Force people remember Bill Stewart for another unforgettable night: 
Dec. 27, 1990. 1 had it on my list to call him up sometime, and let him relive that. 
Sadly, now it's too late. But at least we can savor it this way.

Our own Douglas Bruce, a convicted tax cheat and winner of the 2010 
Pillsbury Doughboy Look- Alike contest, says that one day when he 
was in Denver County Jail, he was forced to bend over naked in the shower 
so guards could check for contraband. 
I have now made myself queasy and need to dash outside for some air... 
OK, I'm back. And I hereby vow not to make any more references to 
Doug Bruce being naked in prison or bending over in the shower or hiding 
anything in his rump or buttockal region. Although I will say that guards 
reportedly found something up there. It turned out to be Doug's head. 

The point here is that Doug, author of the state's controversial budget- 
slashing act known as TABOR and a guy who has had more ups and downs 
than John Edwards' zipper, was released from jail last week after serving 
just 104 days of his 180-day tax fraud sentence — because of good behavior. 

Former Rocky Mountain News photographer Javier Manzano says he 
had a premonition about the good-behavior release when his left knee 
began to ache. (Manzano's knee, you recall, got in the way of Doug's 
cloven-hoof in 2008 during the morning prayer of the Legislature. Doug 
was there because El Paso County Republicans handed Doug a vacant state 

representative post, knowing that what our village 

really needed was one more nut to represent us.) 

Anyway, minutes after his release, Doug was 
blasting the jail conditions. This from a decades- 
long slumlord who, according to a Gazette story, 
once had a set of tenants living in a four-plex with 
no heat, broken water pipes and 14 other code viola- 
tions. (They were forced out just before Christmas, 
when the building was declared uninhabitable.) 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ Here's what the Man Without a Soul had to say 
about the jailhouse food: "They served refriger- 
ated rolls at least twice a day. I've never seen that." 

Other things he's reportedly never seen include a ray of sunshine and a 
naked woman without an air valve. 

Doug said he lost 47 pounds during his jail days and was briefly being 
considered for an appearance on the popular TV show The Biggest Loser 
— but was later told the show doesn't take professionals. 

More about the food: "They served what they called gravy," he said, 
"which I considered to look and taste like sewage." (Note: If I saw something 
that looked like sewage I wouldn't eat it. I can be a fussy bastard like that.) 

Doug, campaigning for the 2012 Martin Luther King Jr. Award, also 
said the jail had double standards about weapons. "They allow black inmates 
to have picks for their hair that could poke someone's eye out," he said. 

Speaking of King, Doug said he read books about the late civil rights 
leader, Nelson Mandela and Gandhi so he could appreciate his own per- 
secution. (He was about to read a fourth book about self-important people 
with crazy and delusional thoughts, but one of his cellmates ate it.) 

Our village's daily newspaper, the Denver Post, said Bruce worked in the 
jail's kitchen and laundry room and also scrubbed bathrooms. (Judging by 
his dental appearance in post-jail photos, he scrubbed the bathrooms with 
his own toothbrush.) 

From the Post: "Bruce also said an inmate threatened to send him home 
in a body bag." Prison officials are looking for the inmate who made that 
threat and hinted that possible punishments might include better food, cold 
beer and some sort of a trophy. 

Bruce, a one-time El Paso County commissioner who was elected to that 
office in 2004 (campaign motto: "Vote for Doug Bruce or He'll Kick You 
in the Knee While You're Praying"), is now back in our village. He said 
he's planning his own Welcome Home party. No one is expected to attend. 

He will now serve six years of probation and will likely spend much of 
it crying about what he claims were the jail's cheap and lousy food and the 
deplorable living conditions.
